Tho Tfays and means committee will rec- 


ommend to-morrow a bill to reduce the tax 
on whiskey from ninety to fifty cents per 
gallon; on malt liquors, from Bluet j-two and 
a half to sVrty cent* per bai id; tobacco, six- 
teen to ten cents per pound; cigars, six 'to 
foui dollars per thousand; cigarettes, from 
ono dollar and so\onty-nA e to sixty cents per 
thousand, and a reduction of fifty per cent, 
on tlio special tax on the above articles; also 
lo repeal laws M\lnj bank deposits, checks, 
matches, stamps on medicines, perfumes, &c. 
The reduction will amount tx> sixty-eight mil- 
lions.
